Corpses are Found on Corduroy Read, 
Out of the Soo. 

Sault Ste. Marie, April 1—March 
thaw has laid a-bare lone trail be- 
tween Grassett and Michipicoten, re- 
vealing the bodies of four men who 
perished while venturing over the dan- 
gerous corduroy read during the bliz- 
zards.of-winter. 

The news was brought to the Soo 
Jur George Hanuilerson. anginset tha 
Algoma Central Railroad. This traid } 
is a hazardous one and inspires ter* 
ror to Mose who venture on it even 
im summer months. There is nv hu- 
man habitation during the entire 52 
niles. : - 

The bodies were found at different 
points within a’dozen miles of Michi- 
picoten, some within a short distance 
of the trafl, indicating that the bliz- 
zard, in which the men perished. came 
upon them suddenly, and that they 
lost their trail after it was obliterated 
by snow. 

None of the bodies have as yet been 
identified, but one of the men had a 
letter with a Guelph postmark, from 
a woman named Susan Edwards. 
This man was about ® years of age 
and had $¢9 in the inner vest pocket. 
Money was also found in the pockets 
uf the other men. It is supposed they 
were on the way to mines which are 
in course of development ip that re- 
gion.

Haughton Lennox So Character. 
izes Lumsden Inquiry. 





Counsel Appointed by the Govern- 
ment Were All Liberals and. F. H. 
Chrysler, the “People's” Represen- 
tative, a Man Whe Had Been In 
the Employ of the Gevernment 
Since 1837—A Whitewashing Affair. 


Ottawa, April 1—A Jong discussion 
took place in the Commons yesterday 
over the Lumsden investigation and 
the .reasons why the Conservative 
members of the committee retired 
from it. 

The matter was introduced by 
Haughton Lennox, of South Simcoe. 
He quoted from sessional papers to 
show that thirteen contracts on the 
National Transcontinenta! | Railway, 
at $37,169,101, had cost $60,792,962, and 
that the total cost of the road com- 

. for schedule items only, would 
$124,193,011. Adding seven years 
interest, at 3.per cent., compounded 
the total cost of the scheduled items 
would be $152,655,169. The Minister

Mr. Clarke (North Essex), one of 
the Liberal members of the committer 
of enquiry, expressed amazement that 
one of the members of the committer 
should come to the House and en- 
deavor to prejudge a matter on which 
a decision had not been reached.

He be- 
lieved that the subordinates who had 
declined to follow the instructions of 
the chief engineer had been advised 
in the course they had taken by those 
higher up than Mr. Lumsden. 

Victor Geoffrion, the chairman, con- 
demned the Conservative members for 
oe | the committee. 

T. W. Crothers (West Elgin) read 
a letter which the commissioners had 
written to Mr. Lumsden, in which 
they protested against the proceedings 
of the arbitrators, declaring that the 
examination of the work of the engi- 
neers was hasty, insufficient and su- 
perficial, that the engineers were not 
afforded a sufficient hearing, and that 
the contractors were not afforded sa 
opportunity of shewing cause. - 

“This ly improper lette:,”’ said 
Mr. Crothers, “written obviously in 
sympathy with the subordinate engi- 
neers and contractors, had not been 
disapproved by the Government.” 
That circumstance, and tho prompt 
acceptance of Mr. Lumsden‘s resigna- 
tion, showed that the Government had 
determined to stand by the commis- 
sioners. Similar methods as to the ap- 
pointes of counsel had found great 

favor with the late Liberal Govern- 
ment of Ontario shortly before tts 
ignominious dissolution. 

Mr. Crothers said in the light of ex- 
perience, he had refused to allow him- 
self to be humbugged or to be a party 
to ae such ‘farcial peocesd ings

MUIR GLACIER IN 


IEW. « 


For Firat Time In Nine Yeera It Can 
‘Be Approached' From Sea. | 


Something’ wonderful ‘has’ recently 
taken place In Alaska. ‘This is the drill- 


ing away of kebergs from the frovt- 


of Mutr glacier. in “Glacier bay. so 


f that for the fret time tn’nlne years 


this famous glacier, the most noted on 
this continent, bas been visited. In 
1809 a subterranean earthquake 
Place at Yakutat. and ever 
spproach fo the glacier bas: 20 
choked witb ice that boa turned 
away with thelr passengers: disap- 
bolnted. Now, through some peculiar 
drifting. of the ice, steamboats can 
enter the channel and. after cautiously 
pusblog thelr way, get a gilmpse! of 
the left face. 

In the nine years away from the 
sight of man this glacier has shown 
temarkable changes. When Professor 
Johu Malr, after whom it was named, 
visited it, it had a solid face two 
mlles long and about 250 feet abore 
the water line, It was a live giacier 
and great masses of ice toppled inte 
the sea with reverberations Uke thuc- 
der. Water would splash fifty. feet 
high, and the sight was fearsome and 
fascinatiog. . 

Today the glacier assume@ a differ. 
ent aspect. Erosion has worked out a 
bew bay, which will soon be charted, 
and the glacier {tself seems to hare 
two parts—the Live part, from which 
icebergs break and fall with a tremen- 
dous nolse, and a dead arm, or one 
with land forming between it and the 
sca. This change ts due to a hill which 
projected through the top of the Ice 
when Professor Mulr was there. Now 
that hilltop is a large mountain, divid-

THE EARTH'S WEIGHT. 








The earth weighs 13,000,000,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000. qounds. In a strict 
sense of the word the earth has no 
weight nt all, because the weight i+ 
really the pull of the earth itself on 
any other body. ‘ 

And as the earth is thought to be 


pulling, on all pafts of itself equally 
‘in all Lote the net result is, of 


course, pull at all. But if a large 
pair of scales be fixed. at scme point 
of the earth's’ surface, and if the eartn 
could be brought up bit by bit, cubie 
foot by cubic foot, weighed and then 
returned to its place it could be weigh- 
ed. And the result would be as given 
However, when we talk of the weight 
of the earth, we really mean its mass 
The possibility of finding the ma.s 
of the earth is due to Newton. For 
he taught that bodies pulled each oth- 
er witlr forces depending so'ely upoo 
their mass and their distance apart 
He showed the way, and ten years af- 
ter his death the first real weighing 
experiment, wax made. A succession 
of experiments. resulted in the de1- 
sity of the earth being determined at 
41-2. Then came the investigations 
ofMitchell dnd Cavendish, and finally 
those of Prof. Boys, who found that 
the earth as $521 times the density of! 
water. 
_ The weight of a cubic foot of water 
is about sixty-two and a ha'f pounds 
And thp average weight of a cubic 
foot of earth ix about 350 pounds, or 
about five and @ half times as much 
as the cubic foot of water. But this 
is quite imaginary, for specimens of 
the earth’ can be obtained only by 
mere scratches upon its surface. it 
has been shown by the pendulum that 
the earth’s pull carries at different. 
points on its surface. By timing the 
same pendulunr at different parte. of 
the surface it can be found out. how 
the weight varies from point to point 
—Chicago Tribune. @

WILLIAM MASTERS, WHO LIVED 
NEAR CHAPMAN'S CORNERS: 
FOUND SHOT THROUGH THE 
SODY THIS MORNING. 


A case of what looks like murder er 
accident is reported from near Tweed. 
The particulars are these: 

William Masters, a farmer about 70 
years of age, who lived ncar Chap- 
man’s Corners ,this morning went to a 
swamp a short distance from his house 
to draw wood.

and still not leave the boundaries of 
the Netherlands. And alxo we must 
not confuse the peoples of the. east 
and. west banks of the Zusder zee 
(pronounced Cider sen: with the free 
Fricalana of the oorth. who'are a dif- 
ferent: people, have thelr awn skating 
customs and costumes and bold rigid:

Woomnn said: English people should 
beware lest the Ang} apanese alli- 
ance handed over to Japan the supre- 
macy of the Pacific Ocean, for with it 
would go Australia, India, Hawaii, the 
Philippines, and . and that 
would give the supremacy ofthe hu- 
man race to the yellow man. 

The World, of which Lord’ Winter- 
ton is editsr, makes a special feature 
of an article urging “‘serious Teconsid- 
eration of the British policy in regard 
to Japan.” According to this article 
Japan is to the United States, Strate- 
gically and commercially, aod, ,in 
fact, in every way, what Germany is 
to Great Britain. 

“To a large extent,”’ continues the 
writer, Lancetot Lawton, “we were 
compelled to enter into the origina! al- 
liance with Japan: for at that time we 
were afraid of Russia, and not with- 
out reason.

Toronto, April 11 — Those interest- 
ed persons who have been rising at 
6 in the morning, or staying up 
all night to see Halley’s —com- 
et, and have told their friends vt 
their wonderful observations, have 
mistaken the morning star for the ta 
mous heavenly spectacle, which will 
appear in the heavens in a few days. 
The comet rises in the morning abort 
an hour before the sun, and is head- 
ing for the earth at a rapid rate 
The earth moyes around the sun in a 
retrograde motion, and on April », 
will, attain.2 position nearest to it. 
In this position it is 14,000,000 miles 
distant “from ‘the greatest of heavenly 
bodies. The comet which is awaken- 
ing world-wide interests has made a 
record trip on its last journey throug’:

THE RED FON'S TRICKS 








In Spite of All the Evils That Beset 
Him the Red Fox Thrives and 
Manages. to Get Along Almost 
Anywhere—He Is a Fine Mouse- 
Catcher and Is of Great Service 
to the Farmer. 


Too well known to need descrip- 
tion; the joy of the hunter; hated by 
the farmer, yet one of his best 
friends; hunted, trapped, and poison- 
ed by experts everywhere, the red 
fox holds his own in every section 
of the country. In fact he appears 
to thrive and increase best under 


H the most difficult conditions. 


Have you ever during the spring 
months visited a fox den where a 
mother fox and family reside? +i! 
not, one of nature's treats has been 
missed. In crossing a piece of woods 
one fine spring afternoon I was at- 
tracted to a place by a most peculiar 
noise. Moving forward with extreme 
caution, I approached the brow of a 
high hill on the banks of the Notta- 
wasaga River, an ideal spot for a fox 
den. The afternoon sun shone warm 
on the hillside and I approached 
carefully. But the disturbance ceas- 
ed when I arrived at the spot. What 
appeared to a well-worn path 
down the hill caused me to remain 
quiet and await results. Suddenly a 
tawny. yellow little animal appeared 
and disappeared several times. At 
last he was followed by a half dozen 
more young foxes. Then the row 

once more, and down the hill 

on their path went rolling, tumbling, 
and growling, a bundle of yoiing 
rogues. At the bottom they would 
break away and rush up the hill a 
distance, then disappear into a hole 
only to appear higher up or lower 
down the hill from som@ under- 
und passage, and repeat the fnin- 
ling act. A-sharp cry iv a thicket 
close by told me I had been seen 
by mother fox, and the Jittle fellows 
were gone’ in a flash. All was still, 
but from a couple of holes there 
could be seen a moment later a sima'l 
pointed nose and sharp eyes curious 
to know the danger. The monient 

T moved from my position I was sn 
and all vanished. ~Examinin: the 
den I found a number of holes for 
fully fifty feet up the hill. The path 
had been. made by the young foxes, 
and no doubt was an ideal pluy- 
‘ground. At the foot of the hill wes 
& much larger entrance to the den. 
At the mouth of this entrance was a 
perfect litter of refuse, among which 
I ‘noticed wings of ducks, turkeys, 
geese, chickens, crows, grouse, and 
other small birds, also feet of small 
pigs and lambs, fur of hares. woxi- 
chucks, and muskrats, as well as ro. 
fuse from a slaughter house fully 
two miles distant.

Inquiry revealed 
the fact tnat farmers two and three 
miles distant were contributing their 
share of fowl toward the keep of the 
fox family. 

However, in the course of a few 
months these losses would be fully 
repaid. Foxes are great mousers. 
During the twilight hours, morning 
and evening, they may he «cen in 
the grain fields hunting «mall ro- 
dent that would make farming al- 
most impossible were it not for the 
tireleas energy of the foxes in hunt- 
ing and destroying them. No doubt 
this great supply of food during the 
summer and autumn menths ac- 
counts for the large ntmbers of 
foxes always to be found in farm- 
ing districts. 

Boating with a friend one evening 
on the Nottawsaga River,-we were 
watching a couple of flocks of young 
wild ducks which with the mother 
ducks swam toward us. This action 
on the part of the ducks surprised us 
as we had always noticed young duck- 
lings meke to the shore or hide in 
weeds. My friend noticed an animal 
awimming in the water: we went af- 
ter it,’a few strokes of our paddles 
brought us close eno’

The 
foxes appeared on the bani:s again, 
took a short look at us and ‘went their 
way. My friend’s only comment was: 
“The rogues!” 1 wonder would they 
have divided the spoil?”

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The political situation in Great Bri*- 
ain is chaotic, No party has a major- 
ity in the House of Commons and the 
word has gone forth that there will be 
a new election in two months and an- 
other in the fall.

Besides, there 
is a split in the Irish vote itself on 
the question of what shall be done 
for Ireland, for the Redmend forces 
do not with the Dilion forces 
One of them sees that the English do 
not mean ever to concede home rule 
to Ireland and declares it a waste of 
time to contend for it to the loss of 
things of value to Ireland that may 
be had by demanding them and vo:- 
ing to enforce such demands. 

It is becoming clear, as in Glad- 
stone’s day, that the majority of 
English voters do not approve of the 
idea of home rule in Ireland. They 
regard it as backing down from the 
ancient plane of authority and hold 
that it offers a premium on an inde- 
pendence that may become danger- 
ous to the Empire. Hence there js 
an appearance of a split in the Lib- 
eral forces themselves, so that no 
progress can be made in any direction, 
and not even a budget passed, for 
lack of supremacy under any leader- 
ship, Liberal or Unionist.

More Than He Wanted.

| the candidate aware that Mr. Balfour 
; is a bachelor and that Henry VIII. 
| was much the reverse?” 
| “Yes,” replied the candidate—“but 
| porsibly Mr. Balfour might not be 
: @ bachelor if he could be sure of get- 
ting rid of his wives as easily as 
Henry VIIL.!" 

As a platform orator Mr. Law is 
undoubtedly one of the best half dos- 
en speakers aes —— today. — as 
appearance he is a spare, upright 
man of average height, with reddish 
brown hair, a moustache, and kind 


eyes. 

Although he is a Scotsman by par- 
entage, he was born in New Bruns- 
wick, Canada, in the year 1658, the 
son of Rev. James Law, Presbyterian 
minister in that province, and of 
Eliza, daughter of the late Mr. Wil- 
liam Kitson, ‘an iron merchant of 
} Glasgow. 
{ His boyhood until the age of twelve 
* was spent in Canada; and this partly 
{| nccounts for the keen interest he 
takes in all that makes for the wel- 
fare of the Dominion. At twelve he 
went to Glasgow. Latacate f to attend 
the commercial section of the High 
School, being destined for commerce. 

Of this stage of his career, Mr. 
Bonar Law himself gives an interest 
ing note. “As a boy in the High 
School I remember being told by one 
of the masters: ‘You have every kind 
of sense except common sense!’—a 
character sketch which I hope now 
could be reversed with more truth.”

was made into the value of the plans. 
The report of the commission men- 
tioned three plans, the first for con- 
cealing and making offensive warlike 
operations, the second “one of which 
experiments would be required before 
a salisfactory conclusion would be ar- 
rived at," and the third a combina- 
tion of the first and second “for the 
purpose of hostile operations.’”*» It 
was not desirable, the commission 
added," that any experiments should 
be made—they could not be carried 
out without divulging the secret, 

The commission considered in the 
next place how far the adoption of 
the proposed secret plans would ‘‘ac- 
cord with the feelings and principles 
of civilized warfare: We are of un- 
animous opinion that Nos. 2 and 3 
would not do so.”’ That'is why the 
pent were never put into operation.

JEWS REGAINING PALESTINE, 
Zionist Movement Making Big Strides 
fn Hely Land. 
Despatches from Jerusalem tell of 
remarkable strides made, during the 

few years in the repeopling of 
Palestine with Jews. -The proclama- 
tion’ of the’ ‘constitution in Turkey 
threw open the doors of Palestine and 
led to an enormous influx of Jewish 
colonists, who are: already settled on 
some ‘of the best Jands of the‘country. 

In Jerusalem alone - four-fifths © of 
the population’ now belongs’ to: the 
Jewish faith: Large tracta of land 
around Lake Tiberias have’ been 
bought up from poor natives and con- 
verted into -prosperous farms. The 
Plain of Sharon, between Jaffa and 
Lydde, is one vast garden, owned and 
tended by Jewish skill and labor: The 
Hauran, one of the most fertile wheat 
districts in the world, is being eold to 
Jewish syndicates. 

Almost the whole of the extensive 
Plain of Esdraelon has been bought 
up by Jews. Their prosperous colonies 
spread from Dan to Beersheba, a: 
even further south to the outskirts of 
Egypt. Thousands are escaping from 
Persia to find shelter and protection

The Jordan Valley, once the pro- 
perty of the ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid, 
38 being eagerly sought after by Jew- 
ish capitalists: The Zionists, whose 
agents are distributed all over tho 
land, are buying up the rich proper. 
ties of the ‘Mohammedan effendia, 
whose incomes since the revolutio;: 
have lessened. 

At Jaffa, Tiberias, Safed and Haifa 
(Mount Carmel) Jews are reckoned 
by tens of thousands. Towns like Ia- 
moth-Gilead, Bethlehem, \ Nazareth 
and Gaza, where n'few years ago no 
Jew dared show his face, have now 
their Jewish quarters and synagogucs. 

The whole city of Jerusalem is es- 
sentially a Jewish town. Banking as 
well as trade and commerce is inono- 
polized by Jews. The Governinent has 
found it necessary to organize a som- 
pany of Jewish gendarmes. 

Hundreds of thousands of pounds 
are annually sent from Europe andl 
America to enable the colonists to 
build homes, hospitals, schools and 
iuvalid homes. Over one hundred 
Jewish schools already exist in Jeru- 
salem aloné. Synagogues are rising 
up everywhere. 

The value of the land has risen 
four-fold. The ignorant and poverty: 
stricken fellahen {(peasanta) are be- 
ing ousted from their homes and vil: 
Inges by the European Jew settler, 
whose modern ricultural imple- 
ments and meth have made the 
Jand produce harvests never dreamcu 
of by the natives. The Anglo-Pales- 
tine Co., a Zionist banking and com- 
mercial enterprise, is pushing the 
cause of Israel with energy.

The first Paper 
will in England is said to have been 
tet up at Hertford by a man named 
Tate early in the sixteenth century. 
The first piece of paper used in Eng- 
land may be seen in the Record Office 
The writing on it relates to a’ ship- 
load of salt.

But the bucket shop ruins no one 
who does not enter it.

Cost of Living at a Turnpike-Inn 
"Near New York In 1846. 








LOW PRICES THE RULE THEN 





The Regular Tariff For a Dinner Was 
19 ‘Cents, and a Wedding Breakfast 

” For Six, With Twelve Quarts of Oats 
on the Side, Cost Just $1.69, 


Guarded as carefully as any of the 
guests’ Jewels that le beside it in the 
big safe of a great and glittering 
Broadway bote! in New York city and 
treasured by the proprietor more than 
its welght in gold fs an old cashbook. 
The entries run from March to De- 
cember, 1816. They record in quaint, 
descriptive phrases tho comings and 
golngs of the travelers who stopped at 
& wayside inn on a turnpike road less 
than 100 miles from New York. This 
tavern was kept by the Broadway ho- 
tel proprictor’s grandfather. The bulld- 
ing of the railroad, the passing of the 
stagecoach and the changes.of more 
than half a century have obliterated 
this once famous old {nn at South Dur- 
ham, and now all that remains of it is 
this ancient book, which serred not 
only as a record of cash received, but 
took the place of the modern hotel 
register. . 

The prices charged by this innkeep- 
er.of long ago are as far removed 
from those exacted today as this an- 
cient hostelry is from the gorgeous 
summer hotels of the countryside 
where it once stood. The regular price 
for a dinner was 19 cents, but eren 
this appears to have been “cut” to fre- 
quent trarelers, For instance, there is 
an entry of “Candy peddler from Al- 
bany, two meals and lodging, 31 
cents.” Almost every entry is a brief 
Gescription of the individual traveler 
and what he got—for example, “Frec- 
Kle faced, eagle nosed boy, hay, sup- 
per, lodging and grease, 81 cents.” 
This boy was probably driving a horse 
and wagon, which would account for 
the hay and grease. Another man who 
was described as a “fellow with tircd 
colt” got hay, lodging and breakfast 
for 44 cents. 

Every few days there came slong, 
according to this ancient register, a 
“Connecticnt man.” He invariably 
spent just 6 cents for food, and that 
was for pile. On two occasions there 
is an additional charge for “greasing 
Wagon, 6 cents.” There, were no the 
atrical companies touring this turn- 
pike road half a century ago, but a 
phrenologist ppears and vanishes, it 
being recorded that for “bay, 6 quarts 
of oats, lodging and breakfast” he 
gare up 66 cents, Once in awhile a 
real spendthrift would come along. 
Uke the “gent with three ladies and 
two children.” They bed six dinners. 
For these, the bay for the horses, the 
“meals for the dog” and the “sesar” 
for the man $1.23 was charged. There 
was a wedding breakfast at this 
quaint tavern too. It Is set down as 
“wedding, Radclif's sister, © dinners, 
12 quarts of oats, $1.00.” 

People “went west” by wagon In 
those days from the thickly settled 
east to seek their fortunes. Some did 
not Gnd what they expected and came 
back again. One such group, an “em- 
igtant family returning east—seren of 
them”—spent $2 at the Inn. “Three 
cents’ worth of candy’ fs a frequent 
entry. Probably the “candy peddlcr 
from Albany” paid for his food and 
lodging tn sweets. There are but two 
entries of anything stronger than lem- 
onade, and those are for beer—four 
quarts for 9 cents. Oysters wero 
cheap, too, for six plates of them in- 
creased the contents of tho tavern 
keeper’s money box by just 15 cents. 

Amopg the journcyers along this 
turnpike road whose passage 1s record- 
ed/in this ago yellowed rolume is “Old 


Particklar.” Doubtless be was some 
4 cranky codger who kicked about 
ev and whose goings the inn- 
keeper as much as possible. Then 


there was tho “Whistling Man,” the 
“Buff Arm Man,” tho “Dispeptic Man” 
(he had four quarts of tea) and the 
“Hen Map,” who ate a piece of ple 
and traded roosters with the hotel 
keeper. Other travelers along the 
highway are thus described: “Aboll- 
tion Man,” “Mean Fellow,” “Gent 
With Noble Horse," “Lady With Cry- 
ing Baby,” “Hank Day's Likeness” 
and “Cravat Peddler” (fool). 

Occisionally an old acquaintance 
would pass. by or some dignitary, for 
it fs set down that a “frierd from 
Léxington” bad bay and lodging one 
day at the inn, Who knows but he 
might have been a son of one of tho 
“embattled farmers” who kept the 
bridge that April morning of the ride 
of Paul Révere? The “Grand Juror 
and His Wife” tarried for a meal at 
the inn the same day as did the “Dom- 
tnle’s Wife and Child.” On Nor. 3, 80 
the careful chroniclo says, the pro- 
prietor “went to York,” where he re- 
ma. six days. He must hare had 
a roa 
in the metropolis, for the next entry 
in bis handwriting Is somewhat shaky 
and says, “Sundries while at York, 50 
cents.” ~ ;

On the Mediterranean Sea, April 
17.—We are not far from the place 
where poor Jonah long ago had his 
sad experience in his attempt to run 
away from the Divine commission to 
the Ninevites. We are nearing Jaffa, 
the port from which he sailed, then 
called Joppa. Some, intent on dis- 


Beg, much as ble of the 
ible, have attemp' to make fight 
of Jonah’s experience, claiming that 


there was no fish in the world of such 
capacity as could swallow a man en- 
tirely. We are to remember, how- 
ever, that the Scriptures do not say 
that it was an ondinasy whale that 
swallowed Jonah, but. rather they 
specifically declare that God “‘speciai- 
ly prepared” a great fish for the oc- 
casion. Nor is this all: We have our 
Lord’s own testimony to the truthful- 
ness of the matter, and whoever de- 
nies either his tfuthfulness or his in- 
telligence is thereby denying also his 
MeasiaMship and repudiating him a3 
a Saviour, because neither a falsifier 
nor a dupe could possibly be recog- 
nized as the great Redeemer and 
Baviour, the Sent of God, the Mes- 
siah. 

Additionally our Lord informs us 
that the Jonah incident was in the 
natare of a type, especially designed 
of God to foreshadow the fact that 
Jesus himself would be dead for parts 
of three days and arise from the dead 
on the third day, even as Jonah was 
buried alive for parts of three days 
and on the third day the great fish 
vomited him upon . There 
is nothing difficult about the narra- 
tive to ope who has proper faith in 

. To those who have not faith, 
Nothing connected with Divine re 
velation is reasonable, commendable 
or satisfactory. Let us mainiain our 
étand with those who hoki fast to, 
and hold forth for others, the Word 


of Life. 

Bat what have “the bel}f of hell” 
and the poor soul erying/from it to 
do with the story of Jonah? And 
how does the story associate itself 
with our journey today over the 
Mediterranean Deep? Jonah was the 
man who was in the belly of hell and 
whose cry unto the Lord from there 
constitutes our text. When a boy I 
heard .this text, and my imagination 
conjured up what hell would be like, 
and especially what the belly of hell, 
or what I supposed the middle part 
of it, would be like. I had the oppor. 
tunity of looking into blast furnaces 
through what is called the glory-hole 
or peep-hole. There I noted that the 
centre-of the fire was at white heat. 
T tried to imagine people in such a 
condition in the very middle or belly 
of.bell. I could not imagine how they 
could survive such an experience a 
single moment, let alone for all etern- 
ity. I sought theological expositions 
of the matter and Jearned that. some 
theologians of the hoary past, ad- 
mitting the destructive effect of fire, 
claimed that God would specially 
vitalize all the poor creatures con- 
signed to this torment, zo that they 
would never dic, but would keep on 
suffering forever and forever and for. 
ever, untellable tortures. I found 
that other theologians explained that 

consigned to such a fiery onieal 
would gradually become adapted to 
it and assume an asbestos-like shell 
which would measurably protect them 
from the fire. But these theologians 
went on to explain that, wishing them 
to suffer horrible tortures, God would 
scale off the asbestos shell, causing 
them to suffer still more excruciatings 
ly every time the operation was per- 
formed. As a child [ tried to imagine 
that this was the just desert of sin. 
ners, and that the Heavenly Father 
Was really kind and loving—that he 
did not give them worse, though I 
could not think of anything worse 
that they could suffer. 

“When I was a child, I Spake as a 
child; but when I became a man, I 
put away childish things” (I. Corin. 
thians xiii, 11). I asked for the proof 
that anybody could endure such suf. 
terpes and yet live. I asked for the 
P that our God is as unsym- 
pathetic as any devil could be. My 
mind rejected as irrational the whole 
Proposition. I said: The God whom 
1 shall worship must be a greater be. 
ing than myself—greater than any 
human being, not only in Power to 
execute his will, but also in wisdom 
to make a wise arrangement for his 
creatures, and aleo perfect in justice 
to do to them as he would have thein 
do to him, if he were the creature 
and they the God. He must also be 
perfect in love, the nobleat feature of 
any character. I said to myself, Such 
must be the God who was the Creator 
of our race, for he has produced in 
humanity “certain degrees of these 
various qualities and. he could not 
give to man what he does not himself 
possess, nor can we suppose that he 
would create man with more ‘justice, 
wisdom, love and power than he him. 
self possesses. To that great Gqi I 
bowed my heart and mind and every 
power that I possess. To him I still 
bow,.and give thanks that by his 
grace I have come to eee his charac 
ter, his Plan aad his Word more 
clearly than in the past. I thank him 
that now I can see in what way ulti- 
mately Jesus will be the “Light of the 
world’’—not merely the Light of the 
Church (John viii, 12). 

In abandoning the doctrine of eter- 
nal torment my disposition was to 
abandon the Bible also, becauze } 
believed that the Bible waa. the 
foundation. of the irrational theory 
which had pictured God‘ to my. mind 
demon of the worst imaginable 
type.

As it 
is, “‘sheol” is translated “grave” h 
times than it is translated “hell in 
our Common Version; but it should: 
be translated ‘“‘grave” every time.* 
There we have the Key to the Bible. 
The hell of the Bible, the penalty for 
sin, is death, the grage, the tomb. It 
is not an everlasting hell, for special 
Scriptures declare that “‘sheol” (hell) 
shall be destroyed. “I wil? ransom 
them from the power of the ‘grave’ 
(sheol); I will redeem them from 
death; O death, I will be thy plagues; 
O grave (sheol, hell) I will be thy 
destruction” (Hosea xiii, 14). 8t. Paul’ 
quotes this prophecy in conjunction 
with his Gat discourse on the resur- 
ection os (house) mere is shy ating? 
“graye” (hades where ig thy vig, 
tory CL. Corinthians xv, 55). 

We see, dear friends, what our dear 
Redeemer suffered on our behalf to re- 
lease us from the penally for sin.

Penal Reform Proposals. 


London, April 18.—Hugh Courtengy 
Luttrell, M.P., has introduced a bill 
in Parliament proposing sweeping 
changes in England's mediaeval crim- 
inal sentences. The bill proposes the 
abolition of the death sentence upon 
minors, penal servitude instead of 
execution for infanticide, the’ aboli- 
tion of the black cap when a judge 
is imposirg a sentence of death, relig- 
ious service for convicts on the eve 
of execution, the prohibition of soli- 


tary confinement in all prisons, and. 


the abolition of corporal punishment 
except between the ages of 10 and 16. 
The bill recommends the appointment 
of women on the board of prison com- 
missioners. 





Another Ripper Controversy. 

London, April 18.—George Kebbell, 
a lawyer, denies. Sir Robert Ander- 
aon’s assertion that Jack the Rippor 
was a Jew. He says the Ripper was 
an Irishman, educated to be a physi- 
cian, who had been discarded by hix 
relatives. He was a fireman on a 
cattle boat and was suspected of the 
Ripper crimes. The police watched 
him and arrested him in the act of 
mutilating a victim. Mr. Kebbell says 
he defended tho prisoner at his pre- 
liminary hearisg. The prisoner was 
not represented by counsel at his trial 
at the Old Bailey, where he was sen- 
tenced. He died in prison.

Sic! i 
in general originate owing to the evil 
and ignorance of human beings, espe- 
cially owing to their inability to over- 
come their passions, which disturbs 
the healthy nourishing of the human 
organs. All evil thoughts also have a 
paretol influence on the heart and 
liver. 

The physicians of Tibets fifteen hun- 
dred years ago employed the same 
means di the condition of a 
sick person as ysicians of the 
present day—they felt the patient’s 
pulse and looked at his tongue, etc. 

Among the “remedies” which they 
recommended were not only vegetar- 
ian Sots bathas compresses, wae also 

cupping. What is more 
yemarrable is that physicians who did 
not keep their instruments quite clean 
were severely punished. 

The ancient Tibetans were in this 
respect extremely modern. The old 
Tibetan medicine book prescribes that 
healthy persons should “lead an or- 
derly, sensible manner of life, avoid 


all excesses and rities; also 
conscientiously cherish and keep 
clean both soul and body.” 





Pfofitable Oakum-Picking. 

The statement recently made that a 
packer named Hinton, whose body 
was found in the Thames, had been 
given oakum-picki in a workhouse 
on being certified for “light work,”’ 
has aroused more than a passing in- 
terest. 

Although oakum-picking is rarely 
associated in the popular mind with 
anything but prison labor, a great deal 
of it is done by workhouse inmates. 
Tramps secking shelter in the casual 
wards frequently pay for their shelter 
in this way, and the cunning hands 
among them can make surprising pro- 
&ress with the untwisting of the 
strands. 

One London workhouse has a corps 
of oakum-pickers which is always be- 
tween fifty and sixty strong; and 
these permanent guests of the rate 
payers—for the most restless «{ them 
only leave the house at rare intervals 
(or a brief glimpse at the outer world 
—pick on an average about a quarter 
of a bundredweight each per week. 
This means a total-yrarly output for 
the sixty men of thisty-nirie tons of 
oakum, which is sold for 6d. per hun- 
dredweight more than the guardians 
pay lor the rope from which it is 


Oakum is principally used for 
caulking the seams between the 
planks, the space round rivets, bolts, 
etc., for the purpose of preventing 
water from penctrating. Tarred rope 
or “junk"* becomes oakum; untarred, 
white oakum. The former is the favor- 
ite of the caulker, but not of the

Making Sparows Into Canaries.

Case of Interest 
To Apple Growers. 


Picton, April 15.—Gilbert vs. Brown 
is an action that was tried here in the 
county court before Judge Morrison. 
in January last and is of some interest 
for apple growers. rae 
. The facts appear to be that in Aug- 
ust, 1908, Mr. Nehemiah Gilbert so:d 
one John A. Nugent, of Brighton, all 
his merchantable Nos. 1 and 2 Winter 
and Fall apples at $1.95 per bbl. for 
winter and fall apples and $1.00 for 
fall'and Ben Davis, the apples to be 
paid for before removal. This’ 
ment was in writing and signed by the 
parties. At the time the bargain was 
entered into Mr. Gilbert had on hand 
about 1,000 new apple barrels and Nu- 
gent agreed to take from Mr. Gilbcit 
the number he required for packing 
and accordingly he took from Mr. Gil- 
bert 700 barrels, which the Judge 
found were worth $270. 

Nugent employed one Coleman as 
his foreman to pick and pack ‘the 
apples and Mr. Gilbert claimed that 
Coleman unreasonably culled” them 

j and rejected apples which should have 
been accepted as coming within the 
grade stipulated for in the agreement 

and while the packing was going on 


mr. Gilbert complained about tie 


culling. 

Judge Morrison found that the en'!- 
ing by Coleman was excessive and un- 
reasonable and allowed Mr. Gilbert, as 
compensation for the excessive culling 
$160, which together with the $270 
for the barrels makes a total of $480 
and directed judgment to be entered 
against both Bfown and- Nugent for 
that amount with costs.

HOW CALIFORNIA'S MULTI-MIE- 
LIONAIRES WERE MADE. 


Charles Edward Russell in” Ham 
ton’s Magazine is revealing in an as- 
tounding series of historically accurzte 
article, and drawn from court recoras 
and railroad commission reports, the 
amazing details of the methods where. 
by the Central Pacific and Southern 
Pacific Railways came to dominate 
the State of California. In the early 
days a good deal of it was done by 
the exploitation of the people and the 
Government through the contract com- 
panies. Speaking of Charles Crocker s 
contracting transactions, Mr. Russeil 
says: 

“The contracting firm of Charies 
Crocker and Company was composed 
of Mr. Charles Crocker and, according 
to his testimony, of nobody else. Pre- 
viously he had been a dry goods mer. 
chant in the Plaza at Sacramento ant 
then, in 1861, one of the organizers and 
first directors of the Central Pacific. 
He was the contractor tha‘ built for 
that road its first few miles. The duni 
capacity of director and contracto> 
(by which, of course, a man must os 
director vote contracts to himself as 
contractor) seems to have aroused 
criticism among, doubtless, the cap- 
tious and unsympathetic. and the 
next few miles were done by mauy 
contractors in small bits. When un. 
desirable persons had been frozen 
from the “enterprise, Mr. Crocker re- 
signed from the directorate, where he 
was succeeded by his brother and took 
the contract for the rest ot the-road 
from the thirty-first mile to a point 
near the state boundary, or cne hun#- 
red and thirty-cigh€-miles from Sacra- 
mento. 

This_ contract disappeared with the 
books, that, in 1873, young Mr. Yost 
saw Mr. Hopkins pack into boxes. 

So far as can now be ascertained, it 
must have been of ¢ ely loose 
terms. No lump sum wasnumed. Mr 
Crocker, composing the firm. of Char-

For some of the miies Charles Crock: 
er and Company secured as much a; 
$300,000 or even $400,000 a mile. For 
excavating earth they, he, or it, re- 
ceived from 40 cents to $150 a yard 
and for excavating rock as much as 
$10 « yard. 

In 1867, the one-man firm completei 
the one hundred and thirty-eight: 
mile, and the remainder of the work 
was transferred to the Contract and 
Finance Company, of which young 
Mr. Miller was subsequently the ses 
retary. 

I said in my article last month that 
for a very peculiar reason, Mr. Crec- 
ker did not retain the stocks and 
bonds he received for his werk in con- 
structing the railroad. The peculiar 
reason was that he turned over all 
these securities, amounting to mu-e 
than $10,000,000, to his successor, the 
Contract and Finance Company whieh 
immediately distributed them Among 
its stockholders.

ment, they breathed the atmosphere 
of romance. They were Great story- 
tellers’ and dealt much in omens, 
superstitions, family traditions, and 
family tragedies. So well had Scott 
assimilated the ‘conversations of his 
friends that when the Waverley No- 
vels appeared the old ladies had no 
doubt of the authorship. 

One of them, Mrs. Keith, detected 
in them stories she had told Scott. 
She used to say: “Should I no’ ken 
my ain groats in anither man’s kail?”’ 
The equality of sociability was high- 
ly developed in Scott, and it is, there- 
ture, lite wonder that he found him- 
self in his element in Edinburgh, 
which still in his time retained its 
position as the centre of light and 
leading.

CORONER'S JURY. WAS TWO HOURS 
IN REACHING A CONCLUSION— 
WHAT RECATIVES OF THE MUR- 
DERED MAN SAY. Pie 
‘Tweed, Ont., April 2°.—The inquest in 
the Masters murder tragedy resumed 
yesterday at one o'clock. It is likely 
that Robt. Parker will be given a pre- 
liminary trial- immediately following 
the inquest. He was brought from 
Belleville jail yesterday morning. 

The Crown authorities hare photo- 
graphed the spot where the tragedy was 
enacted, and an official survey of the 
location has been made. 

Scott, the man who fired a nffe the 
morning of the tragedy some distance 
down the.river, which fact was men- 
tioned in our previous despatches, has 
been subpoenacd. The rifle he used was 
of 3scalibre. : 

John Parker, a son of the deceased, is 
here from the west. He and two other 
brothers are in pretty good circumstanc- 
es, and their father will not lack good 
financial support. ws 

E, Guse Porter, of Belleville, has been 
retained by the Parkers. _ 

The case is developing widespread in- 
terest and crowds are flocking to town. 

The Crown has in its possession the 
rifle of Parker, and it 1s of the samo 
calibre as that of the bullet which 
killed Masters. Witnesses will be pro- 
duced to show that after Masters was 
shot Parker was running away from his 
home; that he went to the bank and 
drew out all his money, and then 
dodged hither and thither for several 
days until his friends advised him to 
give himself up. 


DEAD MAN'S SON ACCUSES PARKER | ® 


Tweed, April 21.—“I feel sure that it 
was Robert Parker who shot my father,” 
said William Masters, son of William 
Masters, who was murdered on the road 
near his home in the settlement known 
as “Porto Rico,” to- a er this 
morning. He then told the story of the 
trouble that has existed between Parker 
and the murdered man for almost six 
years. : 

“It all arow over a fox which my 
brother and 1 found lying dead on the 
snow. Ir had been poisoned, and, ax 
there is no way of identifying the pois 
oner, such practise being against the 
law, we took it home and skinned it. 
When we had gone out and my mother 
was alone in the hous, Parker came 
over with his rifle, walked into the 
house where the fox skin hung and took 
it away with him, saying that it was 
his, A little later he met my father in 
the yard and raised his rifle and aimed 
at my father, threatening to shoot. We 
had him up for that, but he was let off, 
as he was an oki man, the judge telling 
us that he did not believe he would 
bother us again.

I looked around and found a place back 

of some bushes where the ground had 
been tramped down and tracks leading 
away from it in a half circle towards 
Parker's house,”

At the. end 
of fifteen minutes half of the British 
were killed and wounded and the rest 
driven below. The vessel was then 
taken without further opposition, and 
drifted slowly down the river. 

In the meantime Captain Irvine of 
the Caledonia was aroused by the con- 
fusion on board the Detroit: He has- 
tily armed himself and, calling on his 
men, ran to the gangway to defend 
his ship. He discharged two blunder- 
busses"in succession ito the enemy's 
advancing boat, which was leaving 
the captured Detroit to board the 
Caledonia—killi and wounding no 
Jess than seven of his assailants, when 
be was felled by a cutlass stroke from 
one of the enemy who had boarded his 
hrig on the opposite gangway. The 
Caledonia a gallant and desper- 
ate resistance, filteen of the enemy's 
men being killed and wounded before 
she was captured. Her cable was alsu 
out and both vessels were then direct- 
ed towards the American shore. 

At this moment the heavy guns or 
Tort Erie opened a tremendous fire 
etireanas Grape and canister shot on.

balls. Her captain was afterwards 
promoted for his gallant conduct to 
a lieutenant in the provincial navy. 

At daybreak the batteries on both 
sides of the river again opened fire, 
and were warmly engaged all day— 
the fire of the enemy was incessant. 
The first shot from the British bat- 
teries struck Major Cuyler, who was 
riding on the beach opposite, and went 
through his body. He fell from his 
horse instently — over three hundred 
cannon balls followed, causing fur.

The Conservative leader pointed out 
that if the Canadian navy can remain 
nectral in_an Empire war, so also 
could Canadian ports, and fortifica- 
tiuns be neutralized, and he asked 
the Premier whether, when the Gov- 
ernment decided not to participate in 
an Empire war, the warships of the 
enemy would be allowed to entér 
Canadian ports. At another point in 
the debate it had to be admitted that 
when the Government declares in 
favor of neutrality, a Canadian war 
ship on the high seas would not ve 
able to go to the rescue of British 
merchant vessels if §t saw them at- 
tacked and seized by a warship of 
the enemy! 

Luckily, there are Canadians loyal 
enough that they would hardly do as 
the Government suggests in Such an 
emergency—skulk in the harbor and 
watch British subjects being harried 
by the enemy.

‘Die hard, men, 
die hard!" ~ Never will “it~ b> forgot- 
teh, and on many a battlefield since 
then the cry of “‘Die hards, remem- 
ber Albuera,” has proved an unfail- 
ing inspiration at a moment of crisis 
and stern trial. 
_ Perhaps the best known nickname 
in the army is that of “The Dirty Sih 
Half Hundred.” This is owned by }° 
the 50th, now the Ist Battalion of 
the Queen’s Own. To the uninitiated 
it may not have a specially pleasant 
sound, but it is a gallant title for all - 
that. For it tells of an old ahd hard- 
fought fight when so desperately hot 
was the weather that the men of the 
Soth kept wiping the  pérspiration 
from their faces with the black fac- 
ing of their cuffs. There were no 
fast colors in those days, and the 
50th came out of action looking like 
higgers. 

Two othér seemingly uncompli-, 
mentary nicknames possess similarly 
gallant derivations. The 13th Hus- 
sar3 are known as “The Ragged Bri- 
rade,”’ and the Royal Munster Fusi- 
iers as “The Dirty Shirts.” But 
the former were 50 named from the 
tattered condition of their uniforms 
after more than thirty severe actions 
in the Peninsular war, and the sou- 
briquet of the latter tells of that 
desperate assault on Delhi in the 
Mutiny, when the regiment flung 
aside their tunics in order that they 
might fight the harder, 

Every one of these old titles em- 

jes some cherished memory if one 
had time to dilate upon it. Thus

Methods of Four Big- Banka In the 
© Wall Street District. 

Four big banks in the Wall street 





district resemble the great gold mines } 


of the west io one striking featora 
They have three ‘eight-hour shifts of 
tollers, and the work nerer stops. One 
set takes up the routine where the 
other leaves off. All night long, San- 
days and holidays, a staff of men in 
each of these banks is busy opening 
thousands of letters, sorting and ‘list- 
ses ctanamerale checks and drafts 
represent fabulous sums of mon- 
ey and gotting them ready for the day 
force, which is the only one the public 
comes in cobtact with or ever hears 
about If this work was not carried 
on incessanuly the bank would soon be 
overwhelmed with a mouptainous ac 
cumulation of detall. 
Two shifts—the “scouting force.” as 
they call themse!ves—work between 5 
‘g’clock In the afternoon and 9 the next 
morning. Each bank bas a big drawer 
in the general postoffice, Messengers 
clear this of its letters every hour all 
night long. Three thousand letters a 
day is the average mail of one of 
these Jargo bavks. Two-thirds of it 
comes in during the night. These let 
ters in the case of one of the biggest 
of these banks contain from 85,000 to 
40,000 checks and drafts. At times 
these Inclosures represent as much as 
$30,000,000. Rarely does the total fall 
below 5! : 

The letters are opened as fast as 
they are receired, the checks are 
counted and the total verified witb the 
footings of the ists. The letters are 
then stamped, which shows that they 
have been “proven in,” as the banks 
call it. After that they are turned 
over to the clerks who send out the 
formal acknow*edgments of the remit- 
tances they contafu. The rarious 
ebecks are assoried according to the 
numbers of the books in which they 
aro.t2 be entered and otberwise, the 
sight drafts are grouped according to 
thetrontes of the bank’s messengers, 
and ajl is made ready for turning the 
night's accumulation over to the day 
force, so it may be handled by it as 
erpeditiously as possible. 

Each of these shifts of night work- 
ers at the banks consists of from 
“twelve to twenty mep. Bome banks 
get along with but one extra set of 
clerks at night. These come on dury 
at midnight and leave at 89. m This 
plan of working a!! sight long fn order 
to keep up, with the tremendous 
amount of business that comes in by 
mail was {naugurated about Ore searg 
ago. The Orst bank that tried tt found 
that so moch valuable daytime was 
saved that one {ostitution after an- 
other took it up until now there are. 
four that bave these three elght-hour 
shifts of clerks and several more who 
Work only a part of the olght.—Har- 
per’s Weekly.

swatches aro priced In guineas. Cer 
tain swell and exclusive London tai- 
lors, to whom you bare to be intro- 
duced, by the way, charge you in 
guineas for the coats and trouscrs they 
consent to make for you, 

“Directors of companies were for 
merly paid in guineas for their attend. 
ance. They are now paid in pounds 
sterling, but when a pound sterling is 
in minted gold it isn’t a pound sterling 
any more, but a sovereign. 

“Tho idea is that directors of com- 
panies are always feed In gold, and as 
sovereigns only are coined now they 


are paid Ip sovercignus. The only ex-° 


ception is the dircctorate of the Bank 
of The members of the 
Doard are paid in golden guineas, part 
of a small store kept in the bank and 
dated in the early years of the last 
century. 

“A gentleman wagers with his 
friends in guineas, “He buys a hunter 
or a pony polo from a friend In guin- 
eas, but In pounds from a horse trad- 
er. But if be ts buying a work horse 
from a friend and equal he pays in 
pounds sterling. 

“If a gentieman wagers with a book- 
maker at a race track he posts his bet 
in pounds, If he tries to break the 
bank at Monte Carlo he puts up his 
wagers on tho roulette wheel In gold 
twenty franc pleces and speaks of his 
winnings or losses in pounds sterling, 
while hoe mentions his winnings or 
Josses at bridge, paid in gold, fp guin- 
eas. 

“There are hundreds of delicate dir- 
tinctions in British etiquette in the 
matter of money. One of the most 
curious is that of a certain London 
club where the members receive their 
change ip gold, silver and penny post- 
age stamps, neither paper money nor 
copper being given, and gentlemen are 

t supposed to know any money ex- 
cept ed gold and silver,”

MOUNTAIN HEIGHTS. 


May Be Measured by Means of an 


Ordinary Thermometer. 


Heights of mountains or of airships 
can be measured by means of an ordl- 
Dary thermometer. The greater the 
pressure of the atmosphere on the sur- 
face of water the greater temperature 
ft takes to boll it. As we rise In the 
afr less and less pressure of the air 
occurs, and water will boil at a tower 
temperature than 100 degrees C. (212 
degrees F.). It has been Ggured out 


that for a few miles up for erery 
thousand feet of ascent water will 
boll a degree lower. Thus if at the 


bottom of a mountain water bolls at 


99 degrees C. (210.2 degrees F.) and at 
the top at 98 degrees C. (203.4 degrees 
F.) the mountain Is a thousand fect 
high, 


In government and other scientific 


work extremely delicate thermometers 
are used. They are long, so that the 


scales may be divided into fractions’ ‘ 


of a degree. The entire Instrument for 
the work {s“termed a thermobarnme 
ter, or bypsometer. It consists of a 
small metallic vessel for boiling wa- 
ter, on the inside of which are placed 
these delicate thermometers. Ganot 
says that the accuracy of the height 
of a mountain can be obtained within 
ten feet by means of these instru. 
ments. It is probably not quite that 
accurate, as the pressure of alr does 
not decrease uniformly as we aacend 
Nevertheless it is a good adjunct to 
the surveyor taking largely variable 
profiles. 

Of course the ordinary instroment 
for taking heights witbout actually 
measuring them {is the barometer. 
This is open to the same objection as 
the thermometer, fof its height de 
pends on the pressure of air, which 
Goes not decrease! uniformly. How- 
ever, it can be graduated to an em- 
pirical scale to tell the heights and in 
that case shows accuracy.

But they 
cannot, and will not, submit to a plan 
which would cost them an immense 
amount of money—much more, it ix 
safe to say, than their investment 
would be worth. As their engineer 
says, they would come to Belleville for 
business, and to get that business they 
must bein the heart of the city. 

The route selected by the C. N. R 
engineers is known as the bay route 
crossing the roadway leading to Queen 
Victoria ‘Park, with the station not 
far from the roiling mills. It would 
necessitate some two or three level 
crossings in the city, but we have the 
assurance that these will all be safe 
guarded by gates and flagmen. 

Here, then, is the situation in a 
nutshell: The C.N.R. offers a route 
Properly safeguarded, which will give 
Belleville the railway accommodation 
it needs. Opponents of the plan de- 
mand a route which the company’s 
engineers say is prohibitive, and 


which may drive the line away from 
Belleville.

Railways Saves Millions of Dollars. 


The light snowfall this wniter has 
saved the great railway systems of 
the country millions of dollars. : 
_The Grand Trunk and C.2.R. were 
in the habit of estimating expendi- 
tures in connéction with normal 
snowfall at from half a million to one 
‘million dollars each: 

During the very severe winter of 
four years ago, the Grand Trunk cal- 
culated the: loss thro wages, 
through delays, through demora- 
lization of business, at a million and 
a quarter.

The matter of municipal 
government was increasing in extent 
owing to the fact that, as statistics 
‘showed, the population of cities and 
towns was increasing, hence making 
a greater demand on the abilities of 
its governing bodies, To-day, about 
one-third of the population of On- 
tario was in cities and towns. The 
question of the best form of Civic 
government was a live issue, and one 
needing careful consideration.

THE GENERAL MANAGER TALKS. 


Mr. T. H. Watson, general manager of 
the big merger, talked . interestingly to 
The Intelligencer for a few minutes. The 
visit was an official one, he said, simply 
for purposes of inspection of the plant, 
So far as he had seen, it was in excel- 
lent shape, running to full capacity, with 
lots of orders. About 200 men were 
employed, and the Payroll, exclusive of 
expenses of management, was about 
$3,000 a week, or about $175,000 a year. 

Not bad, that, for the establishment 
which was once jocularly termed “Belle 
ville’s white elephant.” 

_ In answer to a question, Mr. Watson 
said they expected to run *the local 
plant on double time soon, which, it may 
be explained, means running a, night 
shift, as well as a day one. 

The General Manager talked freely 
and courteously to the newspaper man. 
He had no doubt as to the future success 
of the Canada Bolt and Nut Company, 
the affiliation with which had brought 
about the yeaa the Belletille plant. 
At present it wa. turning out: raw’ ma- 
terial for the othes, Plants ta use, but 
they expected soon to go into the mak- 
ing of remanufactured products here, 
and a natural increase may be looked 
for, when the bar Products will be 
turned into spikes, nuts, bolts, etc, as 
well as the horseshoes .the plant now 
makes.- This new more would mean the 
installation of new machinery, and the 
employment of about 50 more hands.

Nansen and His Men Used Oilcleth 
to Start a Blaze. 


All the materials that go into the 
making of oilcloth are hig’ y inflam. 
mable, but it is seldom that it is used 
as fuel. In crossing the great ice cap 
of Greenland some. years 
and his men had much 
getting water for any purpose. Eve 
ery drop was frozen, and it took fuel 
to melt the ice and snow. Fuel was 
not to be had from the country, and 


their supply of spirits for burning ran 
| Tow, Whatever of their outfitting was 


found needless had to be abandoned, 

or put to some other use than that_ 

for which it had had been taken. The 

; extreme cold rendered waterproofing 
piseleas except tr the heat it might 
rupply. ni 

Although the snowshoes were too 
valuable to be sacrificed, it was de- 
sirable that tho sledge loads should 
be reduced if postible.
